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Diplomatic Dicker to Follow Carranza Re- 
quest to Call Army Home and Leave 
Villa Chase to Mexicans. 


Washington, April 13.—Gen. Carran- 
za'B proposal 
for 
the 
withdrawal of 
American troops from ilexico failed to 
bring from administration sources today 
any indication that the troops Avould be 
immediately M'ithdrawn or that the sit- 
uation was expected to result in any 
serious friction with the de facto gov- 
ernment. 


The note, which arrived at the Carran- 
ra embassy early in the day, was pre- 
pared for delivery to Secretary Lansing 
by 
Eliseo Arredondo, Gen. 
Garranza's 
embassador. 


The 
development, 
not 
unexpected, 
was received in congress with divergent, 
views, but a general undertone of cau- 
Bion and a disposition to leave the sit- 
uation in its present stage to the ad- 
ministration 
prevailed. 


Action Was Expected. 


Administration 
officials, 
however, 
made no effort to concealing their feel- 
ings that the action might increase the 
delicacy 
of 
the 
circumstances luider 
•which ithe pursuit of Villa has been con- 
ducted. 
The outstanding features of tho

gave evidence that the expedi-

There was aprparent a ieeling that the 
troops would reraain for the present, 
but that from a diplomatic standpoint 
il might seem advisable not to risk lo- 
cal clashes with Carranza forces during 
négotiations.

Has Taken Steps. 


It was also increasingly evident today 
that the war department lias endeavored 
to provide against possibilities, though 
strictest secrecy has been observed. 
It 
is understood that in every movement 
of troops beyond the border and along 
holding the advance columns close to the 
the international line the possibility of 
had been considered and the war de- 
partment 
is prepared to back up the 
forces shonUl need arise. 


Some officials privately expressed th« 
view that Gen. Carranza 
might 
have 
felt compelled to propose the withdraw- 
al of troops in deference to public sen- 
timent in Mexico. 
It was pointed out 
that .his note proposed only opening of 
negotiations to that end.

Will Not Be Withdrawn. 


In official quarters it was stated that 
,the American troops will not be with- 
drawn, a t this time at least, and that 
•while the question is being discussed 
•with Gen. Carranza the pursuit of the 
Villa bandits will be rushed with re- 
newed vigor. 


Secretary Baker, of the war depart- 
ment, said he was unable to comment 
upon General Carranza's note because It 
falsed questions of administration pol- 
icy entirely within the jurisdiction of 
the president and state department. 
Al- 
though Gen. Carranza raised side issvies, 
administration officials at 
their 
first 
view of the communication regarded the 
principal contention as being that the 
object of the punitive ' expedition 
has 
been accomplished so far as it can be, 
and that the V|lla bandits have been dis- 
persed. 


War- department officiels take the 
view that they have no evidence that 
the Villa bands have been dispersed be- 
cause they never have had definite in- 
formation of their number and that the 
very nature of the situation gives no 


evidence that the raiders have been as.- 
terminated. 


THE NOTE FROM CARRANZA. 


Formal Request Made for Withdrawal 
of American Army. 


Mexico City, April 13.—The Mexican 
government has sent to its ambassador 
in Washington a note to be delivered 
at 10 a. m. this morning to Secretary 
Lansing 
asking 
that 
the 
American 
troops be withdrawn from Mexican ter- 
ritory and that the pursuit of Villa Jbe 
left to 
the 
Mexican 
constitutionalist 
army. 


The Mexican note contains about five 
thousand words. In it the de facto gov- 
ernnient of Mexico contends that, 
as 
the !^merican troops crossed into" M.ix- 
ico without p<r/mission they sl^ould be 
withdrawn until a proper formal com- 
pact can be entered into between 
tht 
two governments. 


It is insistently aflirmed that the pre- 
vious notes of the Mexican government 
especially emphasized the fact that per- 
mission for reciprocal crossing -of tho 
frontier would - be granted only in the 
event of thé repetition of a raid similar 
to that 
made by Villa at 
Columbus, 
N. M. 


The note was sent to Eliseo Arredon- 
do, 'the 
Carranza 
representative 
Washington, with instructions for itt. 
delivery to Secretary Lansing "for ne-^ 
gotiations for a reciprocal passing ' of 
troops and asking for disoccupation of 
tlie 
territory 
occupied 
by 
Americstn 
troops nn \'\ew of Villa's party having 
been destroyed."' 


One Point Emphasii^d. 


Throughout the note empliasis is laid 
on the fact that the American expedi- 
tion was undertaken imder a misunder- 
standing. Although acting in good faith, 
the declaration is made that the United 
States had interpreted the first note as 
effecting a definite agreement between 
the two nations. 
But the intention of 
the de facto government was that no 
expedition should be sent into Mexico 
until terms and conditions relative to an 
agreement were defined 


The note declares therefore that 
in 
consequence of no final agreement hav- 
ing been reached as to the terms of the 
treaty to regulate the reciprocal passage 
of troops over the dividing line, "the 
Mexican government judges it conven- 
ient to suspend for the present all dia- 
cussion or negotiation!^ in this particu- 
lar, or founded on the 
circumstances 
that the expedition sent by the United 
States government, pursue Villa is with- 
out foundation in virtue of the non- 
-existence of a previous agreement for- 
mal and definite." 


Only if Repetition Occurs. 


What was intended by the note of 
March 
18, it is pointed out, was 
to 
submit a proposal "by means of which 
tlie forces of one and the other country 
could reciprocally cross the dividing line 
in pursuit of bandits if unfortunately 
there should be repeated along tlie bor- 
der acts like those committed in Colum- 
bus." 


The note adds, however: . "From the 
beginning the Mexican government judg- 
ed that by reason of the time which had 
transpired and for the purpose of treat- 
ing a case already passed, the said in- 
cident could not continue a proposal for 
the reciprocal passing of troops." 
Incorrectly Interpreted. 


The fact that the United States had 
incorrectly interpreted the note of March 
10 was called to the attention of the 
Washington government, the 
statemenc 
points out, in a note dated March 17. 
This note likewise emphasized that tho 
passage of troops would be permitted

The Oerman general attack on the 
left bank of the Meuse, which began 
on Sunday, is. regarded as having been 
beaten and the Germans have reverted 
to the previous relatively small alter- 
nate strokes against the French posi- 
tions on both sides of the river and to 
artiîîery operations. When the remain- 
ing French p/rojections along Forges 
Brook li<td been straightened out, the 
Germans were able to engage the prin- 
cipal line to the west of 'the river : from 
Avocourt by hill No. 304 and Dead Man's 
hill to Cumieres.

John G. Blake, for ten years the 
beloved chaplain of the Colorado state 
i.enitentiary, died at 9 o'clock last night 
in his room in the prison. 
Heart dis- 
tase, superinduced by an attack of acute 
indigestion, was the cause of death. 
White-Faced Guard Hurries in With 
Alarm. 


It was about 8:4.5 that a prison guard 
scurried into the office of Warden Tom 
Tynaui, Iiis face white with worry and 
anxiety. 


•'It's tiie chaplain,'" he half gasped, "I 
—I think he's dying." 


The warden hurried to the bedside of 
the minister. 
Already death was bo- 
c^inning to send its shadows across his 
face. A prison nurse was hurrying with 
the preparations for a hypodermic. The 
chaplain turned wearily on the bed. 


'•'I hope it's the last illness," he said 
weakly. 
"I've run my race—I'm tired— 
I want to go."

Art Objects Known World 
Over Included in Mor- 
gan Deal. 


New York, April 13.—Art experts say 
that the sale of forty tapestries, com- 
posing the J. P. Morgan collection, for 
approximately! 2 
million 
dollars, 
an- 
nounced today, is the 
largest 
single 
transaction ever made in such works of 
art. 
The tapestries are now on exhibi' 
tion in the Metropolitan museum, where 
they were placed by the late J. P. Mor- 
gan along with other collections 
ot 
paintings, furniture, sculptures and por- 
celains of a total estimated value of 50 
million dollars to 75 million dollars. 


The most notable tapestry in the col- 
lection is the Mazarin, once owned by 
the famous French cardinal. 
It is con- 
.«iidered one of the world'"« gi-entest tap- 
estries. 
It dates from about 1500 and 
its subject is "The Triumph of Christ 
and New Dispensation." 
Another not- 
able example is the "Dolfus Crucifixion," 
woven about 1525 from a design created 
by the 
Flemish artist, Bernard 
Van 
Orley. , 


Twenty-one tapestries comprising the 
Knole collection are included in 
the 
sale. 
Of these one of the most notable 
is the "St. • Veronica," others are en- 
titled, 
"The 
Tournament" 
and 
the 
"Knight's Repentance," 
great 
panels 
more than thirteen feet high and twenty 
three feet long, 
j ^ o t h e r widely known 
piece is the "Esiher 
and 
Ahasuerus, 
dating from the second quarter of the 
Fifteenth century and showing. Esther 
kneeling at the throne of Xer.^es. 


The noted set of tapestries once own- 
ed by the king of Spain, acquired by 
Mr. Morgan for $350,000 and 
repre- 
senting episodes in the Don 'Quixote 
story, are included in the Morgan col- 
lections. 
Others represent scenes from 
the comedies of the Moliere woven in 
Beauvais in the Eighteenth century.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


(Indianapolis News). 


Two more or less eminent republican 
statesmen have recently said that they 
favored a tariff commission, but only on 
the condition that it be composed of men 
friendly to protection. 
In other words 
they would have a packed court. 
Of 
course it would be quite impossible to 
"take the tariff out of politics" in any 
such way. 
As this is one of the prime 
objects sought, it is manifest that the 
object could never be attained by the 
creation of a commission of protection- 
ists. 
If this is the sort of commission 
that is proposÉd the,- American people 
will have none of it. 
The men who 
have spoken are entitled to praise fot 
their frankness, but hardly for their dis- 
cretion or wisdom. 


It is perhaps needless to say that no 
such commission as this is favored by the 
Tariff Commi^ion 
league, which has 
been working so intelligently -and effec- 
tively for t]ie cause. 
The house bill, 
introduced by Mr. Rainey, and favored 
by the league, provides for a commis- 
sion of six per.sons, not more than three 
of whom shall be mem])ers of the same 
political party. 
The purpose is abso- 
lutply to. prevent party control of'the 
body. 
Xot only that, but all the em- 
ployes of the commission are to be 
parts of the classified service, and shall 
enter the service only "under such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by 
the commission and the civil service 
commission." 
' 


This is the bill that is favored by the 
Tariff 
Commission 
lèague. 
Three 
amendments are suggested, but no ons 
of them goes to any question of prin- 
ciple. 
Not only would the commission 
favored not be madfe up of men friendly 
to protection, but the possibility of con- 
trol by either school of economists is 
absolutely excluded. 
.This bill, which 
would, if the thing could be done at all, 
take the tariff out of politics, is favored 
by the administration and the Tariff 
Commission league. 
"We will never," 
says the league, "reach a sound econom- 
ic basis and make for real, permanent 
prosperity until politics is taken out of 
the tariff and the tariff out of poli- 
tics." 
We "may not be able to accom- 
plish this, but we can make a stagger 
at it. 
We cortainly should not be able 
to accompliah it with such a commis- 
sion as that favored by the republican 
leaders, who have demanded that 
the 
men composing it shall be dominated 


wholly by a political theory of tariff 
taxation. 
The result co^ld be only to 
perpetuate the tariff as a political is- 
sue. - Is that what is wanted ?

he sordid story of her husband's guilty 
conduct.

The arrest of Herbert H. Austin, man- 
ager of the roller skating rink, Wednes- 
day afternoon, on a charge of criminal 
assault on Vera Fleet, aged 15, was fol- 
loAved at 10 o'clock Wednesday night by 
his suicide in the rink, corner of Main 
and Webster streets. He ended his life 
by hanging himself 
Avith an inch rope 
from the rafters of the building. ^ He 
Avas found a short time after he had 
committed the act, by his Avife, whos« 
side he had left. 
Austin gaA'e $1,000 
bond Wednesday afternoon with Walter 
F. RosenA»-inkle as surety and was re- 
leased from custody, after he had giA;en 
to Chief of Police Charles Lenz and 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Frank A. Em- 
rick a signed statement, confessing his 
relations with the Fleet girl. 


Davis is Arrested. 
Detective Sergeant Joseph P. Brennan, 
who had placed 
Austin 
under arrest, 
served a warrant charging a similar 
crime upon Davis at 6 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon in the quarters of the 
Manhattan Suit and Renovating com- 
pany. of which he is manager, on the 
fourth floor of the Schmitz bloclç. The 
warrants were issued on statements giv- 
en to Police Matron Fannie M. Winch, 
Chief Lenz and Prosecuting Attorney 
Emrick by the Fleet girl several days 
ago. 


The arrests were made sooner than 
had been intended, owing to the fact 
that Austin and his A v i f e had clossd 
the skating rink and were packing their 
effects preparatory to departure from 
the city. 


At police headquarters Davis made a 
confession to Chief Lenz of his criminal 
conduct with the Fleet girl and signed 
a statement embodying his admissions. 
Took Wife for Auto Ride. 


After he had been released on bond 
Austin attended to some of his aiTairn 
and then in the evening took his Avife 
for a ride in his automobile. 
About 10 
o'clock they returned to the building 
in the garage ^at Webster and îÈ[ajn 
streets/ in which the rink is situated 
and Avhere also they had second-story 
living apartments. He had his machine 
put away and telling Mrs. Austin th:it 
he had Avork to do disappeared in the 
rink. • She saw him no more alive. Im- 
patient at his failure to reappear she 


went upstairs into the rink to seek him. 
All the electric light bulbs had been re- 
moA'ed and she was groping about in 
the darkness of the big empty room 
when she came in contact with his sus- 
pended body. 


Austin had procured a heaA-y rope an 
inch thick and about 
eight yards in 
length and from 
a 
step-ladder had 
fastened it to one of the girders sup-' 
porting the roof. He fashioned a noose • 
about his neck, climbed to the top of a 
counter and leaped off. His death must! 
haA-e been SIOAV and agonizing, owing to ' 
the stiffness of the rope, 
A v h i c h coiiid 
hardly have drawn A'ery tightly about 
his neck. 


Body is Cut Down. 


When Mrs. Austin found her hus- 
band's body she hastened from the rink 
to the home of Mr. RosenAvinkle, her 
husband's bondman, who has a store at 
239-241 Pearl street, and told him Avhat 
had hapjiened. The police were notified 
and Captain Richard Kelly, night com- 
mandant, together Avith Stationmaster 
Fred Fry and Patrol Driver Gus Buuck 
hurried to the rink in the patrol Ava- j 
gon. 
The body AA-as cut down by Gap- • 
tain Kelly and being yet warm enc'our- j 
aged the officers to believe he might be 
resuscitated. 
Laborious efforts were • 
made to this end, but Avithout result.! 
Austin Avas dead, and the body was tak- j 
en to the Schone & Ankenbruck morgue.' 
Coroner J. E. McArdle Avas notified. 
! 


Pinned to Austin's breast Avas a brief 
note showing that his act had been 
Avholly premeditated. It reads: 


"Take my body to the police court 
and get your bond released. 
Good-bye 
and God bless you. You stay unmar- 
ried. 
HERBERT." 


The note AA-as taken to be jointly ad- 
dressed to Austin's bondsman and to the 
woman he had Avidowed. 


In Trouble Before. 


Austin was born in Cuh-er, Ind., 
where he is said to have OAvned prop- 
erty. 
He had been for a number of 
j'-ears engaged in promoting 
various 
amusement enterprises and came to Fort 
Wayne last fall and opened the roller 
skating 
rink at Main and Webster 
streets. 
He confessed to Chief Lenz 
that he had been arrested and fined In 
Indianapolis for accosting a woman in 
the interurban terminal station. 
He 
said he flirted Avith her, asked her to go 
with him and she consented. 
They left 
the station together to go as, Austin 
supposed, to her room. She led him to 
a patrol bo.v and called a patrol wagon 
from headquarters. He had flirted Avith 
a policeAvoman who AA'as detailed to look 
out for the safety of girls and women. 


Davis Waives Arraignment. 


EdAvard Davis, 
AA'ho confessed his 
crime, Avas presented in the city court, 
Wednesday morning, on a charge of 
criminal 
assault. 
Attorney W. E. 
Clapham, Avho appeared for him, Avaived 
arraignment and Davis Avas bound over 
to the circuit court, his bond being fixed 
at $1,000. 
He Avent to jail in default 
of surety. 


Davis came here last October from 
Cincinnati and to&k charge of the Man- 
hattan Suit and Renovating company's 
business. A feAv A v e e k s ago he was ar- 
rested and tried on a charge of violat- 
ing the Indiana anti-lottery laAvs for 
operating a "suit club." The case was 
dismissed. 
Davis had left his Avife in 
Cincinnati, but she came to Fort Wayne 
but a feAV days ago to be .Avith him. In 
his confession to Chief Lenz Davis stat- 
ed that he had begun his intimacy with 


the Fleet girl several months ago and 
had seen her repeatedly.

in' the hours of adversity. 
T)ie tni-jr 
and^ better pas.«ions and energies of the 
spirit life spring from the fountains 
that lie deep. This is true of ihe splen- 
flifl virtue of "rp + itiifle or appreciation. 
If the well of life is deep, adversity 


will not stop its flow. Jf we are drink- 
i n g deep of the fountain of life, the 
loss of material gain will not fill our

with 
complaint 
or 
bitterness: 
neither will failure of personal ambi- 
tions, or friendships broken and loved 
one taken away by death. Deeper than 
disappointment or sorrow is the well of 
gratitude—whose source is in God, whose 
goodness never fails. 


If the world seems cold and dreary 
to yotu' soul, dicr vouf well n little dfeji- 
er and strike the sources of good cheer 
and 4|f}adness. 
If complaint'and self- 
pity have filled your well of life, dig ii 
a little deeper and 
touch the deep 
springs of gratitude for God's unfailing 
love. 


There are abundant reasons for being 
appreciative if we will dig the well oi 
life deep enough. Complaint and bitter 
ness are the filth of soul that drain ui 
from the surface interests of life. The 
oure. nbiditltr ;»itn-rr«fs of liff» lie too 
deep to be touched by material loss or 
worldly failure. 
Whatever may happen 
to your life, in respect to its temporal 
needs or circumstances, can not changc 
the fifrt of the abidingness of God, or 
Christ, as the strength and comfort of 
the spirit life. Where true faith is and 
whp'"e the C^-ipt'-^n linne Tics n'^pll''''^ 
in the heart life, theie can be no famine 
of the wnter of life.

The 'TK'. he iti i -iving foi- rU/hteoiisness 
appalls him, and he concludes to aim 
loAver and be more comfortable.

Then he confronts the temptation to 
give up lofty, endeavor and to look, first 
after his own interests.

Working too hard or excessive cxer- 
cise Avith extreme exposure is a common 
factor iiV preparing the way for pneu- 
monia. 


Overeating, particularly if there is an 
excess of meat in the diet, is anothor 
thing Avhich^ften injures the body and 
lowers, its vital resistance to disease. 


Right living means avoiding these ex- 
cesses. 
People Avho live much in. the 
open air, Avho NEVER CLOSE THE 
VVINDO^\^ of sleeping rooms in Avintei-, 
and who BATHE DAILY almost never 
catch ^colds and if they do catch colds 
they very seldom develop into pneu- 
monia.

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SQUAB RAISING HAS BECOME A VERY IMPORTANT BUSINESS 


The Squab Industry Offers to the Practical Person, Who Is Willing to Make a Careful Study of the Work, Better Opportuniti« For Profit, Than Many Other Kinds of Live Stock, and it Can Be Handled in a Very Small 
Amount of Space—It is a Business That the City or Town Resident Can Have in His Back Yard, or One That Can Be Handled Very Successfully On the Farm—One Advantage it Has Over Poultry Raising 
Is That You Do Not Have Any Care of the Young (Called Squabs), While in the Chicken Business This is a Constant Source of Wc^k. 


.-yy-.' 
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The raising of squabs, both as a 
regular business and as a side line on 
farms, ha« become so general that the 
' Department of Agriculture, to meet 
-the needs of practical advice on this 
subject, has assigned one of its poul- 
try specialists to a study of this sub- 
ject, and also has obtained accurate 
data a« to methods .from 22 large 
breeders, and from a large number of 
-those who keep less than 800 pigeons. 
The questions to which practical re- 
plies were received covered all phases 
sf the subject, from breeds that pro- 
duce the best squabs to the housing, 
. feeding and general care of the plg- 
eosB. Investigations show that while 
«n annual profit of $1.50 for a pair 
Of breeders is considered good, success 
la raising squabs calls for special ex- 
perience, business ability, and a good 
steady market 
Many successful pig- 
eon farms make a business of selling 
breeding stock and are not primarily 
interested 
in producing squabs for 
market. 
To quote the author, "there 
have been many failures on squab 
plants, as the profits in this business 
have frequently been greatly overesti- 
mated and the care of stock regarded 
as something very easy in which any- 
one could succeed." 


TWany people," the writer continues, 
r"can keep pigeons auccessfully as a 
side issue, although this requires con- 
stant oversight and careful attention 
to details. 
The greatest difficulties 
confronting the successful raiser of 
pigeons seem to be in securing good 
breeding stock and finding a good 
market for the produce of a small 
flock. 
Pigeons are a profitable source 
of Income on general farms where they 
a u y secure much of their feed from 
l^e fields, provided they are not a 
BUisanoe and the loss by shooting and 
by hawks, owls and cats is not large, 
can also be raised successfully 
on farms where they are closely con- 
Bned, provided the squabs can be 
marketed to good advantage." 


Prolific 
pigeons 
producing 
large 
squabs are commonly kept confined 
In pens, which involves proper hous- 
ing and a flyway, or outside yard, cov- 
ered with wire. Common pigeons, al- 
lowed their freedom, are less prolific 
and produce smaller squabs. A study 
of New York squab quotations shows 
that the price per dozen for dressed 
SQuabs falls rapidly as the weight 
goes down and the color departs from 
white. 
While Prime White weighing 
10 pounds to the dozen brought $3.75 
per dozen in March, last year, in New 
Tork, 
6-pound 
squabs 
were 
not 
<Iuoted above $2.00 per dozen, while 
$1.50 was the high price per dozen 
f«Pvc4ark squabs, and culls brought 
Mly -5 or 6 cents apiece. 
Squabs 
weighing 8 pounds to the dozen, a 
f ^ average weight from good plants, 
bring various prices about as follows 
tbroughout the year, according to the 
wholesale quotations in New York: 
February, $4; March and April, $3.25; 
May and June, $2.75; Ajigust, $2-50; 
I>ecember, $3.50. 
A sununary of re- 
ports from 22 large-scale squab farms 


showed 
an 
average 
weight 
of 
9 
pounds to the dozen and an average 
price of $3.43 for the year. 
It must 
be remembered, however, that the 
squabs were produced definitely to 
meet the exact demands of the market, 
were dressed exactly according to the 
local requirements, and delivered to 
the wholesaler in prime condition. 
It 
is evident while these figures are not 
offered as Indicating the prices that 
the small-scale or new. squab raiser 
can secure, they do establish that care 
In selecting breeds to produce large- 
sized squab is a prime requisite. 


Of the squab raising varieties the 
Homer is considered the most popular 
variety. 
The habit of this bird of 
returning home if allowed freedom 
makes It necessary to confine pigeons 
purchased 
from 
other 
lofts. 
The 
Cameaux pigeon has recently become 
popular as a squab producer. 
This 
variety is somewhat larger than the 
Homer and it is stated is about as 
prolific. 
Several other varieties of 
pigeons larger than the Homer are 
used on a small scale In squab raising, 
especially In crossing with the Homer 
and Carneaux to increase the size of 
squabs. 
The Runt is one of the larg- 
est but Is not £[s prolific or as good 
a breeder or feeder as the Homer. 


Some of the other varieties reported 
used as squab breeders are the Dra- 
goon, White Maltese or hen pigeon, 
the White King and common pigeon. 


Good breeding stock is an essential 
of success in squab raising, but as it is 
difficult to tell the age and sex of 
pigeons, and age Is very important, 
it is necessary to buy from reliable 
breeders and preferably those who 
guarantee 
their 
product. 
Variety 
alone does not Insure successful squab 
production. 
The birds differ indi- 
vidually and they should be selected 
for their productive power and vitality, 
for quality and size of their squabs 
and their ability to feed and rear 
ofltsprlng. Dark-colored skins, legs or 
beak indicate poor quality of flesh, 
bringing lower prices on 
markets. 
Care should be taken to select breed- 
ing birds which have white or pinkish 
white skin and light-colored legs. 


Arrangement of Nest Boxes. 
The bottom rests on small cleats fastened 
to sides of nest box and is movable. 
The nest 
bowls are fastened to these movable bottoms. 


Pigeons are most valuable as squab 
producers when from 2 to 6 years 
of age, although 
many will 
breed 
until they are about 8 years old. 
The 
small varieties mate and breed at 5 
to 8 months, and the large varieties 
at 8 to 9 months. 
It is advisable, 
therefore, to buy mated pigeons from 
'2 to 8 years old, or to s>cure young 
birds 6 to 8 weeks old and' mate them 
at the proper age. 
All squabs which 
are to be saved for breeding should 
be banded before they leave the nest 
and a careful record kept of their 
breeding- 
Squabs hatched in April, 
May and June, when their value on 
the market is comparatively small, 
make good breeders. 
If a breeding 
pigeon dies its mate should be re» 
moved from the pen and a new mat» 
ing made. 


Pigeons usually mate in pairs and 
remain constant through life, although 
the mating may be changed if desired. 
Unmated pigeons, especially males In 
the loft, are a source of much trouble, 
and usually prevent profitable results. 
Pigeons are usually mated at from 5 
to 9 months of age. 
There are two 


em or southeastern exposure is best. 
Care should be taken to construct a 
house that can not easily become in- 
fested with rats, and it Is best to leave 
space under the house Into which cats 
and dogs can go for rats without being 
able to get at the pigeons- 
This is 
usually accomplished by building the

methods of mating, natural and forced. 
Under natural 
mating the 
pigeons 
usually are allowed to select their 
own mates, which is usually indicated 
by the male billing and driving the 
female. 
Experienced breeders, how- 
ever, are 
occasionally 
deceived 
by 
their actions in selecting sex. 
In 
forced mating, as in natural mating, 
the breeders should be selected with 
a definite object, using males strong 
in points in which the females are 
weak. 
It is sometimes advisable to 
break up the mating between old pig- 
eons and young birds, although these 
pairs often give good results. 
Where 
matings produce undesirable qualities, 
it is necessary to remate or cull out 
the flock. Continued close Inbreeding 
is not desirable and many try to avoid 
any inbreeding. 
Where pigeons are 
banded, the female on one foot and 
the male on the other. It Is fairly easy 
to regulate Inbreeding. 


The essentials of a pigeon house 
are fresh air, dryness and good drain- 
age, sunlight, and space enough for 
the comfort of the pigeons. A south-

house 12 to 24 Inches above 
the 
ground, and boarding up the space be- 
tween the ground and the floor, but 
leaving small doors for cats and dogs. 
Floors built several inches above the 
ground, 
except 
in 
warm 
climates, 
should be double, with building paper 
between the layers. The house should 
be tightly constructed on all sides to 
prevent any draughts. 
While more 
open and less expensive houses may 
be built in warm climates, the house 
must be comfortable in cold weather. 
The squabs produced in winter may be 
Increased somewhat by heating the 
pigeon house, but this does not pay 
under average conditions. 
Sunlight is 
essential. 


Windows should make up 
about 
one-tenth of the front of the house 
and be so arranged that they can be 
taken out during the warm weather. 
One window in each pen may be re- 
placed by muslin curtains for ventila- 
tion in cold weather. 
The windows 
should be placed just below the eaves 
to allow the sun to shine well back 
into the house. 


A gable roof building 10 to 15 feet 
wide, 6 feet from the floor to th» 
eaves, and 8 to 9 feet to the ridge 
makes a good pigeon house, 
A pen 
8 by 9 feet will accommodate 25 pairs 
of plgiBons, while 40 pairs may be kept 
In a pen 8 by 13 feet. The necessary 
floor space to allow per pair varies 
from 2% to 3 square feet, according 
to the size of the pen, as a pair of 


birds requires leas floor space in large 
than in small pens. 
From SO to 75 
pairs of pigeons may be kept to ad- 
vantage in each pen. 
It costs from 
11.25 to II.7S a pair to construct pig- 
eon houses, including interior fittings 
and a small outsloe pen or flyway- 


Alleyways 2% to 3 feet wide are 
usually built on the north side of 
pigeon houses which contain 
more 
than two or three pens. 
The pens 
are arranged to open into the alley 
so the attendant 
will not 
disturb 
the pigeons any more than is necessary 
in going through the house. 
Alleys 
increase the capacity cost of the house 
and are considered an 
unnecessary 
expense by some pigeon raisers. 


If the pigeons are conflned, a fly- 
way, or outside yard covered with 
wire, Is attached to the south side of 
the house, i h e flyway is usually from 
8 to 8 feet high, 15 to 30 feet long, 
and the width of the pen. 
The sides 
are usually covered with 1-inch mesh 
wire, and 1 or 1% inch wire Is used 
on the top. A few pigeon holes about

4H Inches high and 
inches'wide 
are cut in the front of the house at a 
convenient height, usually about 4 or 
5 feet above 
the 
floor. 
Lighting 
boards 6 inches wide may be placed 
at the bottom of these holes both on 
the outside and inside of the house. 
Roosting boards about 4 inches wide 
are placed 4 or 5 feet above the 
ground at the end and' on the sides 
of the 
flyway. 
It Is not considered 
advisable to have roosts extending 
across the flyway. 


Fittings should be as simple as 
possible and easy to clean. Two nest 
boxes should be provided for each 
pair of pigeons, and there should be 
some extra nests. The nest boxes are 
usually made about 12 Inches'square, 
yet some breeders prefer this width 
and height with a depth of 15 to 18 
Inches. 
Egg or orange crates may be 
used for nests, but they are difficult 
to keep clean and less desirable than 
nests made with 1-lnch boards. A good | 
method of construction is to use lumber 


12 inches wide for the floor of the 
nests, airanging each floor so ^ a t it 
.will slide on cleats and can be easily 
removed and cleaned^ 
The nests are 
usually built in tiers against the rear 
wall of the pen, extending from the 
floor to 7 or 8 feet high, but they may 
also be placed on the side walls. All 
partitions should . be solid to the top 
of the nests, but it is advisable to use 
wire netting above the nests for ven- 
tilation. 


Some breeders use nest pans made 
of wood, wood fiber or earthenware 
from 
3 
to 
4 
inches 
deep, 
and 
8 to 10 inches In diameter, which 
may be secured to a board slightly 
larger than the nest pan or set directly 
In the nest box. If It Is of heavy mate- 
rial. Some breeders claim that earth- 
enware nests are, too cold in winter. 
Some do without pans by putting a 
3-Inch strip on the front of the nest 
to retain the nesting material. 
Short 
pieces of hay, st^aw, pine needles, and 
tobacco stems are used for nesting 
material. 
This is kept in an open 
crate or In a comer of the house 
where pigeons select and build their 
own nests. 


Pigeon eggs are usually fertile if the 
pigeons are healthy and properly fed, 
especially when they have free range. 
One squab (usually the male) fre- 
quently hatches first, and where there ^ 
are several cases where one squab 
outgrows its nest mate, it may be ad- 
visable to sort the squabs in the nests, 
making the pairs as uniform as pos- 
sible in size and age. 
If the parent 
bird dies the squabs may sometimes 
be removed to a nest where there is 
only one squab, or they may be fed 
artificially, although this process takes 
considerable time. 


Roosts of various sizes, usually ar- 
ranged 
In perpendicular rows, 
are 
placed at convenient points In the 
pen. 
A good type of roost Is A- 
shaped, made of two boards about 5 
Inches wide and 6 or 7 Inches long, 
placed directly over each other so 
that the pigeons will not soil one an- 
other with their droppings. 
If hop- 
pers of feed troughs are used they 


Expensive Building Not Necessary. 
It is not necessary to put up an expensive 
building to start squab raising. 
The above 
shows how an old outbuilding may be utilized 
for pigeons by a beginner at trifling expense, 
ine wire netting to form the flying pen in 
above picture cost $1.25. 
A flying pen 10 feet 
high, 15 feet wide and exten^ding out from the 
building 20 feet is built with 850 square feet of 
two-inch wire netting, costing about $4. 


Should be of good sise, while the hop- 
pers should be constructcKl so . t ^ t 
the pigeons can not waste the grain 
easily by throwing it* onto the floor. 
Fountains or pans with floats, in which 
the pigeons can not bathe are best 
adapted for drinking vessels while a 
galvanized-iron pan from 3 to 4 In- 
ches deep and 16 to 20 inches'in dianv* 
eter makes a good bath pan. 


Many varieties of grains are used ia 
feeding pigeons. 
A good mixture of 
staple grains may be made of equal 
parts by weight of cracked corn, hard 
red wheat, kaflr com. and Canada 
peas, with a small qjuantlty (10 per 
cent) of hemp and mdllet seed added 
during the molting period. 
Other 
grains which may be substituted for 
or added to these are peanuts, oats 
or hulled oats, buckwheat, Egyptian 
com, barley, cowpeas, and mllo maize, 
while a small quantity of stale bread, 
rice, rape, millet, canary, vetch, and 
sunflower seed may be fed for variety. 
Canada peas are expensive, but seem 
to be essential to the best reaults, es> 
pecially during the breeding season, 
and apparently take the place of green 
feed to some extent. 
Peanuts are be« 
ing used to some .extent in place oi 
Canada peas. Green feed, such as cut 
clover, alfalfa and grass, lettuce, and 
plantain leaves may be fed to ad- 
vantage. but is not absolutely essen- 
tial. 


A variety of good, hard grains ir 
essential to success, and grains whick 
are in poor condition should not be 
fed. 
Old grains which are hard ar« 
better than new soft gratas, especially 
for pigeons with squabs." Red wheal 
Is considered better than white wheat 
by 
many 
pigeon 
breeders. 
Oood 
wheat screenings are often fed with 
success, as they usually contain a va- 
riety of seeds. 
Various stimulating 
seeds, such as lentils and \«tch. are 
sometimes fed as a tonic to breeding 
birds during the 'molting period. 


The grain may be fed on the flooi 
of the pen. in troughs, or kept before 
the birds in hoppers. 
It is not gen- 
erally considered advisable to feed the 
grain on the ground, especially on 
heavy soli where it may get wet and 
moldy. Unless the floor is kept clean 
it is better to feed the grain in troughs 
than on the floor. The troughs should 
be made so that the pigeons will not 
roost on them and soil the feed with 
their droppings.

THE STORY OF HOW A CITY MAN SUCCEEDED IN FARMING 


Some of the Most Successful Farmers in This Country Began Farming in Middle Life—Their Success Has Been Due to Persistent Effort, Indomitable Energy, 
Patience, and a Realization of Their Lack of Knowledge Which Led Them to Seek Information From Every Possible Source.

The following is the story of a pro- 
fessional man whosè longing for the 
freedom of country life led him at the 
age of 36 to abandon the city for the 
farm. 
That his early struggles were 
severe is atteisted by the fact that the 
owner and his family, with a little 
hired labor, have cleared seventy-six 
acres of heavily timbered land, built a 
comfortable home, with 
substantial 
bams, dairy house, silo, and poultry 
houses, and have developed, 
under 
trying conditions, one of the best pay- 
ing farms In the country. 


The farm referred to Is that of Mr- 
H. L,. Blanchard of Washington. 
It 
lies on the west side of Puget Sound, 
at the base of the Olympic Mountains. 
The products of the farm are butter, 
eggs, poultry and a small quantity of 
fresh pork. These are carried to mar. 
ket over a fairly good macadam road, 
once a week. 
So careful is the owner 
of this farm of the market he has 
made that he has not once failed to 
deliver his products to his customers 
on his regular market day during 
twelve years. 


Since the farm has been brought to 
its present profitable state by the Joint 
efforts of every member of the house- 
hold, it is proper to say that when 
the family muved to the farm it con- 
sisted of man and wife, three boys, 
and three girls, the oldest child being 
a boy of 13. The only labor ever hired 
on this farm before the first son en- 
tered an agricultural college was a 
woodchopper 
for 
less 
than 
three 
months to help do the first clearing, 
and other assistants for miscellaneous 
work costing not over |100 during 
eighteen years. 
The father and the 
three sons have done the farm work, 
milked the cows, and made the butter. 
The household duties have been sys- 


tematically discharged by the mother 
and daughters, and for several years 
the mother and one of the daughters 
have run most of the poultry business, 
another 
daughter 
has 
reared 
the 
calves, while the third daughter has 
kept the books of the establishment. 


Mr. Blanchard was reared on a dairy 
farm in western New York. 
He was 
educated for the law and followed that 
profession for seven years. 
While 
practicing law he organized an iron 
company and spent the next seven 
years in connection with its business. 
This brought him again in contact 
with outdoor life, which he enjoyed 
and which gave him better health. 


The iron business did not prove sat- 
isfactory because 
of 
the 
excessive 
cost of the product, so that in 1886 
he determined to buy a farm and de- 
vote his life to farming. 
Accordingly, 
he bought, entirely on credit, 80 acres 
of land, all heavily timbered, 
for 
which he contracted to pay $33 an 
acre. 


He began clearing the land at once. 
During that summer (1886) and the 
following fall and winter, with the aid 
of his 12-year-old son and a hired 
chopper, who worked less than three 
months, he delivered 200,000 board 
feet of timber to a nearby sawmill. 
The sum received for this timber was 
sufilcient to pay the chopper and to 
buy lumber for a house and bam. The 
house /was built in 1887. As soon as 
it was ready, the family moved to the 
farm. At this time the obligations of 
the family amounted to $3,000. 


The first important task after the 
family was established on the farm 
was the clearing of the land. 
The 
owner estimates that had he hiredj all 
the labor for this it would have cost 
-|70 an acre for the bottom land and 
not less than 1160 an acre for the 


upland. Including the removal of the 
stumps. 
Twenty acres of the bottom 
land was so filled with fallen logs 
sunken into the soft muck soil that It 
could be used for pasture only for 
many years after clearing. Part of this 
20 acres was put into cultivated crops 
for the first time In 1906. 


Clearing 
went 
forward 
as 
time 
could be made for it. The first plant- 
ing, consisting of 2 acres, was made 
In 1887. In 1888, 10 acres more were 
put In cultivation; in 1889 another 10 
acres. 
In 1890, 15 additional acres 
were cleared sufiSclently to be seeded 
to pasture grasses, and a like area 
was seeded for pasture the following 
year. 


Much of this land was so wet as to 
require underdralnage, and the winter 
months were largely spent In putting 
in the necessary drains. 
These were 
made of cedar lumber obtained in 
the clearing operations.

In 1887 the owner of the new farm 
gave up his connection with the iron 
company. 
At that time the farm 
would not support the family. A good 
team and wagon enabled him to earn 
something 
by 
hauling 
timber 
and 
lumber for farmers who were clearing 
and building. 
He did such work for 
others as a means of supplying his 
family with the necessaries and com- 
forts of life. From the first he kept 
one or two cows, and In 1890 he had 
six or seven descended^ from the old 
family cow and two others he had 
bought. 
The year before this he sold 
his first butter, put up in hand-made 
rolls and taken to, market in a bucket. 


A piece of good fortune, the second 
year, made life comparatively easy the 
succeeding winter, for In the spring 
he planted 5 acres of potetoes, which 
made a good crop. 
As this was a 
fámine year for potatoes, he was able 
to sell his entire crop at 2 H to 8 cents 
a pound. Potatoes were planted again 
the next year, but the price was low 
and little profit was made. Finding a 
ready sale at fair prices for the small 
quantity of butter made the third 
year, he sold more the next year, and 
thereafter developed the dairy busi- 
ness as fast as conditions would per- 
mit. 
The neighboring farmers were 
astonished when he attempted to keep 
7 cows on so small a farm; they said 
it could not be done. Nevertheless, In 
1899. he had 36 cows in milk, raising 
all the roughage for these and for the 
necessary bulls, young stock, and work 
horses, besides some grain for the 
poultry. 
A cream separator was in- 
sUlled in 1891. 


In 
that 
same year one of 
the 
daughters embarked in the poultry 
business. Three years later this busi- 
ness had grown to such proportions 


that the mother's assistance was neces- 
sary. 
A few years later the mother 
and daughter were caring for 500 lay- 
ing hens, while the head of the house- 
hold had another flock of 200 laying 
hens for which he was individually re- 
sponsible. 


In the early days, chickens, pigs and 
cows were all kept in the same stable, 
the chickens being kept in a double 
deck over the pigsty. 
As the older 
boys went away to college, the poultry 
business gradually replaced the dairy 
to a certain extent, the work being 
lighter and the remuneration greater. 
At the present time the equipment for 
managing poultry is hardly surpassed 
on any poultry farm in the country. 


Aside from the management, of the 
poultry, the work of this farm is done 
by 3 men, including the owner, who, in 
addition, takes the entire care of 200 
hens. 
The dairy herd consists of 33 
cows. 
Since 1905 some hired labor 
has been employed, the wages paid 
being $30 to |40 a month with board 
and lodging. 


The hours of labor on the Blanchard 
farm are as follows: 


6 to 7 a. m.—Feeding, milking and 
separating the milk. 


7 to 8 a. m.—Breakfast. 
8 to 9:30 a> m.—Stable work, the 
cows being turned out to water while 
the stables are cleared. 


9:80 a. m. to 12 m.—General farm 
work. 


12 m. to 1 p. m.—^Dinner. 
1 to 4 p. m.—General farm work. 
4 to • p. m.—Chores, including milk, 
ing. 


In 1905 the gross income 'of this 
farm was fB.OOO a year: it is con- 
siderably larger now, showing what 
splendid things can be accomplished 
if one but has the will.

Out in the world, here, there, every-

straight, honest, clean lives, but who can 
look back to a black smirch in their 
past—they, too, are grieving. For the 
man who turned other men from moral 
cowards into brave beings, who straight- 
ened the crooked kinks *ut of convict 
brains, who solaced nnd cheered away 
the years of incarceration, is gone. The 
Kcv. John 0. Blake, for ten years the 
beloved chaplain of the Colorado .state 
pnitentiary, died at 0 o'clock last night 
in his room in the prison, Heart dis- 
tase,'superinduced by an attack of acute 
indigestion, was the cause of death. 
White-Faced Guard Hurries in With 


Alarm. 


It w»s about 8:45 that a prison guard 


scurried into the office of Warden Tom 
Tynaui, his face white with worry and 
anxiety. 


"It's the chaplain," he half gasped, "I 


—I think he's dying." 


The warden hurried to the bedside of 


the minister. 
Already death was bo- 


cinning to send its shadows across his 
face. A prison nurse'was hurrying with 
the preparations for a hypodermic. The 
chaplain turned wearily on the bed. 


"I hope it's the last illness," he said 


weakly. "I've run my race—I'm tired—

cast. There is not a man in the Colo- 
rado state penitentiary today who is 
not in sorrow over the death of Chap 
lain Bkke. There is not a man in thi 
penitentiary who cannot remember the 
time when Chaplain Blake talked to him 
and showed him that after all there was 
something worth while in this world, 
something that was good, something 
that was worth striving for.

work there began also a new life for 
the convicts imprisoned there. 
There 


was need for education, lor enlightment 
that these men who have sinned against 
their fellownien might have a chance in 
their world when they went forth into 
it again. And Chaplain Blake found a 
means of bringing that enlightment. 


He 
started a school 
for 
convicts. 


There were 
those 
who did not even 


know their A. B. C's. There were others 
who were slightly 
farther 
advanced. 


There were still others who possessed 
good educations, and some with techni- 
cal learning. The ones who knew noth- 
ing became the pupils. Those who knew 
more became the teachers under the di- 
rection of the chaplain. And the school 
became a success. 


Oradulally, 
everything 
possible 
to 


learn in a great college was taught in 
Chaplain Blake's school for convicts. Pu- 
Jiils learning the wonders of the alpha- 
bet, an dothers learning the intricacies of 
civil engineering, sat side by side. Mex- 
icans'leaching' Americans -the Spanish 
language, in turn 
went to school to 


other convict teachers who taught them 
German, or Eussian, or Italian, accord- 
ing to their nationality. 


An interlocking system it was, with 


everyone giving aJid everyone receiving, 
with the result that when he died the 
school which he had founded contain- 
ed seventeen convict teachers, ranging 
in their lessons from readin' and writ- 
in' to Latin and Greek. 
Endeavored to Restore Faith in His 


Pupils. 


And that was f>n!y the beginning of 


the 
6 S-year-old chaplain's work. 
He 


believed it his duty to see that every 
mrui went forth into the world with :f 
better understanding; of what, life meant 
and what n great, big. wonderful thing 
')•. real!v w= 
A"-l so. from <•"'! to cell 


he went, day after 
day, talking to 


them. And the best of it was that those 


: convicts listened to Chaplain Blake and 


heeded the 
advice that he gave. With 


tho result that more than one man went 
forth from tlie prison really benefited 
by his stav ti'ere. ready and willing to 
take a new try at life. 


It was the chaplain, too. who brought 


about reconciliations wiicn angry par- 
ents 
disowned boys—and 
sometimes 


girls—who had offended against the law. 
It. was the chaplain al^o who was the 
last one to touch the hand of the con- 
demned one. -.vl>o whimpered a prayer for 
the salvation of his soul as they walked 
into the rnmn of ('nath, v.'ho stood be- 
side him anil pr.-ivcd for him as he took 
his last, Inuk at the living world. It 
nas the chaplain who paid gnodbv .-it 
the deathbed r>; convict after convict, 
then kneeled beside the cot. It was the 
chapbin who formed the last picture of 
the frcp/l one. Manilinp there on the 
steps of the pri.-nn. waving him a goo:!- 
bv am! flasOiinir him ,1 smile, of cheer to 
start him right in his new battle with 
the world.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION.

(Indianapolis News). 


Two more or less eminent republican 


statesmen have recently said that they 
favored a tariff commission, but only on 
the condition that it lie composed of men 
friendly to protection. 
In other words 


they would have a packed court. 
Of 


course it wonhl be quite impossible to 
"take the tariff out of politics" in any 
such way. 
As this is one of the prime 


objects Houplit, it is manifest that the 
object conld never .be attained by tho 
creati.on of ti commission of protection- 
ists. 
If this is the sort of commission 


that is proposed the American people 
will have none of it. 
The men who 


have Fpnkcii are entitled to praise fop 
their frankness, but hardly for their dis- 
cretion or wisdom. 


It is perhaps needless to say that no 


such commission as this is favored by the 
Tariff Commission 
leapne, which has 


been working so intelligently and effec- 
tively for the cause. 
The house bill, 


introduced by Mr. Tiaincy, and favored 
by thn leapne, provides for a commis- 
sion of six persons, not more than three 
of whom shall be members of the snmc 
political party. 
The purpose is abso- 


lutely to prevent party control of the 
body. 
Xot only that, but all the em- 


ployes; of the commission are to be 
parls of the classified service, and shall 
enter the service only "under such rules 
"and-regulations as may be prescribed by 
the commission and the civil service, 
commission." 


This is the bill that is favored by the 


Tariff 
fommission 
league. 
Three 


amendments are suggested, but no one 
of the.m goes to any question of prin- 
ciple. 
Xot only would the commission 


favored not be made'up of men friendly 
to protection, but £he possibility of con- 
trol by either school of economists ia 
absolutely excluded. 
This bill, which 


would, if the thing could he done at all, 
take the tariff out of polities, is favored 
by thn administration and the Tariff 
Commission league. 
''We will never," 


snys the. league, "reach a sound'econnm- 
ic basis and make for real, permanent 
prosperity until politics is taken out of 
the tariff and the tariff out of poli- 
tics." 
AVc may not be able to accom- 


plish this, but we can *nmke a stagger 
at it. 
We certainly should not be able 


to accomplish it with such a. commis- 
sion as that favored by the. republican 
leaders, who have demanded that 
the 


men composing it shall be dominated 


wholly by a political theory of tariff 
luxation. 
The result could be only to 


pi:iputustc the tariff as a political is- 
sue. Is that what in wanted?

Tin? novelty skirts have all the style features 


in the dresses. Tin- plain skirt is a staple'article. 


Children's Coats— -Many models are made with fullness in 


ripple form hnii-j from the shoulder, the yoke or the waist- 
line. All waistlines are good. 


Children's Dresses— Simple tailored styles are favored in the 


dresses of colored cotton, including modifications of the 
middy, Norfolk ami bolero effects, as well as Russian and 
peasant styles. 


Petticoats— Styles are of a very fancy character. The extreme 


widths are from :ji/_. to 5 yards, the practical types from 
-'/-• to U i.o yards. . Shot effects, bright plain colors or dark 
shades combined. with vivid tones prevail in the order 
named. 


Lingerie— Increasing demand for all types, but in finer quali- 


ties. Flesh-color is widely accepted. Greater fullness in 
ruffles and flounces.

Many successful pig- 


eon farms make a business of selling 
bleeding stock and are not primarily 
Interested In producing squabs for 
market. To quote the author, "there 
have been many failures on squab 
plants, as the profits in this business 
hare frequently been greatly overesti- 
mated and the care of stock regarded 
as something very easy in which any- 
one could succeed." 


"Many people." the writer continues, 


"c»n keep pigeons successfully as a 
tide issue, although this requires con- 
•tant oversight and careful attention 
to details. 
The greatest difficulties 


confronting the successful raiser of 
pigeons seem to be In securing good 
breeding stock and finding a good 
market for the produce of a small 
fleck. Pigeons are a profitable source 
of income on general farms where they 
may secure much of their feed from 
the fields, provided they are not a 
nuisance and the loss by shooting and 
by hawks, owls and cats Is not large. 
They can. also be raised successfully 
on'farms where they are closely con- 
Dned, provided the squabs can be 
marketed to good advantage."

Good breeding stock Is an essential 


of success In squab raising, but as it is 
difficult to tell the age and sex of 
Pigeons, and age Is very important, 
it is necessary to buy from reliable 
breeders and preferably those who 
guarantee 
their 
product. 
Variety 


alone does not Insure successful squab 
production. 
The birds differ indi- 


vidually and they should be delected 
for their productive power and vitality 
for quality and size of their squabs' 
and their ability to feed and rear 
offspring. Dark-colored skins, legs or 
beak Indicate poor quality of flesh, 
bringing lower prices on markets. 
Care should be taken to select breed- 
ing birds which have white or pinkish 
white skin and light-colored legs.

Under natural mating the pigeons 
usually are allowed to select their 
own mates, which is usually indicated 
by the male billing and driving the 
female. 
Experienced breeders, How- 


ever, are occasionally deceived by 
their actions In selecting sex. In 
forced mating, as In natural mating, 
the breeders should be selected with 
a definite object, using males strong 
In . points In • which the females are 
weak. 
It is sometimes advisable to 


break up the mating between old pig- 
eons and young birds, although these 
pairs often give good results. Where 
matings produce undesirable qualities, 
it is necessary to remate or cull out 
the flock. Continued close Inbreeding 
Is not desirable and many try to avoid 
any Inbreeding. Where pigeons are 
banded, the female on one foot and 
the male on the other, It Is fairly easy 
to regulate Inbreeding. 


The essentials 'of a pigeon house 


are fresh air, dryness and good drain- 
age, sunlight, and space enough for 


'' the comfort of the pigeons. A south-

Roosting boards about 4 Inches wide 
are placed 4 or 5 feet above the 
ground at the end and on the sldei 
of the flyway. 
It is not considered 


advisable to have roosts extending 
across the flyway. 


Fittings should be as simple as 


possible and easy to clean. Two nest 
boxes should be provided for each 
pair of pigeons, and there should be 
some extra nests. The nest boxes are 
usually made about 12 Inches square, 
yet some breeders prefer this width 
and height with a depth of 15 to 18 
inches. Egg or orange crates may be 
used for nests, but they are difficult 
to keep clean and less desirable than 
nests made with 1-inch boards. A good 
method of construction is to use lumber 


1" Inches wide for the floor of the 
nests, arranging; each floor so that it 
will slid* on cleats and can be easily 
removed and cleaned. The nests are 
usually built In tiers against the rear 
wall of the pen, extending from the 
floor to 7 or 8 feet high, but they may 
also be placed on the side walls- All 
partitions should be solid to the top 
of the nests, but U Is advisable to use 
wire netting above the nests for ven- 
tilation. 


Some breeders use ne«t pans made 


of wood, wood fiber or earthenware 
from 
3 
to 
4 Inches deep, 
and 


to 10 Inches In diameter, which 


may bo secured to a board slightly 
larger than the nest pan or set directly 
In the nest box. If It Is of heavy mate- 
rial. Some breeders claim that earth- 
enware nests are too cold In winter. 
Some do without pans by putting a 
3-inch strip on the front of the nest 
to retain the nesting material. Short, 
pieces of hay. straw, pine needles, and 
tobacco stems are used for nesting 
material. 
This 'is kept In an open 


crate or In a corner of the house 
where pigeons select and build their 
own nests. 


Pigeon eggs are usually fertile If the 


pigeons are healthy and properly fed, 
especially when they have free range. I 
One squab (usually the male) fre-' 
quently hatches first, and where there j 
are several cases where one squab 
outgrows Its nest mate, it may be ad- 
visable to sort the squabs In the nests, 
making the pairs as uniform at pos- 
sible In size and age. If the parent 
bird dies the squabs may sometimes 
bo removed to a nest where there Is 
only one squab, or they may be fed 
artificially, although this process takes 
considerable time. 


Roosts of various sizes, usually ar- 


ranged in perpendicular rows, are 
placed at convenient points In the 
pen. 
A good type of roost Is A- 


shaped, made of two boards about 6 
inches wide and 6 or 7 Inches long, 
placed directly over each other go 
that the pigeons will not soil one an- 
other with their droppings. If hop- 
pers or feed troughs are used they 


Expensive Building Not Necessary. 
It ii not nettssary to put up an expensive 


building to start squab raising.

A gpod mixture of 
staple grains may be vmade ,of equal 
parts by weight of cracked corn, hard 
red wheat kaflr com., and Canada 
peas, with a small quantity (10 per 
cent) of hemp and millet seed added 
during the molting period. 
Other 


grains which may be si*etltuted for 
or added to these are p*anuU. oati 
or hulled oats, buckwheat. Egyptian 
corn, barley, cowpeas, and'.mllo maize, 
while a small quantity of atale bread. 
rice, rape, millet, canary, vetch, and 
sunflower seed may be fed'for variety. 
Canada peat are expensive, but ceem 
to be essential to the beat results, ei- 
ptclally during the breeding Macon, 
and apparently take the place of grwes 
feed to some extent. Peanuts are bet 
tng used to »ome extent-In place o< 
Canada peas. Green feed, such as cul 
clover, alfalfa and grass, lettuce, and 
plantain leaves may be fed to ad- 
vantage, but is not absolutely essen- 
tial. 


A variety of good, hard rralne li 


essential to, success, and grains -which 
are In poor condition should not b« 
fed. 
Old grains which are hard ar« 


better than new soft grains, especially 
for pigeons with squabs. Red wheal 
Is considered better than white wheat 
by many pigeon breeders. 
Oood 


wheat screenings are often fed with ' 
success, as they usually contain a va- 
riety of seeds. 
Various stimulating 


seeds, such an lentils ami vetch, are 
sometimes fed as a tonic to breeding 
birds during the molting period. 


The grain may be fed on the flooi 


of the pen, In troughs, or kept before 
the birds In hoppers. It Is not gen- 
erally considered advisable to feed tha 
grain on the ground, especially on 
heavy soil where It may get wet and 
moldy. Unless the floor is kept clean 
It li better to feed the grain In troughs 
than on the floor. The troughs should 
be made so that the pigeons will not 
roost on them and soil the feed with 
their droppings. 
Hoppers are used 


with good success but may attract 
ratt In gome pigeon houses. 
They 


should be fitted with wires 'or nails 
about 2 inches apart BO that the pig- 
eons can not waste the feed by throw- 
ing It out onto the floor. If tha grain 
is not fed In hoppers the pigeons 
should be fed twice dally, in the morn- 
ing and in the afternoon, at regular 
hours, giving from 1^4 to 2 quaru of 
grain at each meal to 20 pairs of pig- 
eons and adding an extra pint, if the 
pigeons have 
many squabs- 
The 


feeder must regulate the quantity of 
grain according to the appetite of the 
birds, giving them all they will clean 
up In on* to two hours. 


THE STORY OF HOW A CITY MAN SUCCEEDED IN FARMING 


Some of the Most Successful Farmers in This Country Began Farming in Middle Life—Their Success Has Been Due to Persistent Effort, Indomitable Energy, 


Patience, and a Realization of Their Lack of Knowledge Which Led Them to Seek Information From Every Possible Source. 


The following is the story of a pro- 


fessional man whose longing for the 
freedom of country life led him at the 
age of 36 to abandon the city for the 
farm. 
That his early struggles were 


severe is attested by the fact that the 
owner and his family, with a little 
hired labor, have cleared seventy-six 
acres of heavily timbered land, built a 
comfortable home,' with substantial 
barns, -dairy- house, silo, and poultry 
houses, and have developed, under 
trying conditions, one of the best pay- 
ing farms in the country. 


The farm referred to Is that of Mr- 


H. L. Blanchard of 'Washington. 
It 


lies on the west side of Puget Sound, 
at the base of the Olympic Mountains. 
The products of the farm are butter, 
eggs, poultry and a small quantity of 
fresh pork. These are carried to mar- 
ket over a fairly good macadam road, 
once a week. So careful Is the owner 
of this farm of the market he has 
made that he has not once failed to 
deliver his products to his customers 
on his regular market day during 
twelve years. 


Since the farm has been brought to 


Its present profitable state by the joint 
efforts of every member of the house- 
hold. It Is proper to say that when 
the family moved to the farm it con- 
sisted of man and wife, three boys, 
and threo girls, the oldest child being 
a boy of 13. The only labor ever hired 
on this farm before the first son en- 
tered an agricultural college was a 
woodchopper for less than 
three 


months to help do the first clearing, 
and other assistants for miscellaneous 
work costing not over $100 during 
eighteen years. 
The father and the 


three sons have done the farm work. 
milked the cows, and made the butter. 
The household duties have been sys- 


tematically discharged by the mother; 
and daughters, and for several years i 
the mother and one of the daughters 
have run most of the poultry business, 
another 
daughter has reared the 


calves, while the third daughter has 
kept the books ot,the establishment. 


Mr. Blanchard was reared on a dairy- 


farm in western New York. He was 
educated for the law and followed that, 
profession for seven years. 
While i 


practicing law he organized an iron I 
company and spent the nest seven 
years In connection with its business. 
This brought him again in contact 
with outdoor life, which he enjoyed 
and which gave him better health. | 


The Iron business did not prove sat-' 


isfactory because 
of the excessive 


cost of the product, so that in 1SS6 
he determined to buy a farm and de- 
vote his life to farming. Accordingly, 
he bought, entirely on credit. SO acres 
of land, all heavily timbered, for 
which he contracted to pay $33 an 
acre. 


He began clearing the land at once. 


During that summer (18S6) and the 
following fall and winter, with the aid 
of his 12-year-old son and a hired 
chopper, who worked less than three 
months, he delivered 200.000 board 
foet of timber to a nearby sawmill. 
The sum received for this timber was 
sufficient to pay the chopper and to 
buy lumber for a house and barn. The 
house was built in 1SS". As soon as 
It was ready, the family moved to the 
farm. At this time the obligations of 
the family amounted to $3.000. 


The first important task after the 


family was established on the farm 
was the clearing of the land. 
The 


owner estimates that had he hired all 
the labor for this it would have cost 
$70 an acre for the bottom land and 
not less than $150 an acre for the 


upland, including the removal of the 
stumps. Twenty acres of the bottom 
land Avas so filled with fallen, logs 
sunken into the soft muck soil that it 
could be used for pasture only for 
many years after clearing.. Part of this 
20 acres was put Into cultivated crops 
for-the first time in 1906. 


Clearing went forward as time 


couia be made for it. The first plant- 
ing, consisting of 2 acres, was made 
in 1SS7. In 1888, 10 acres more were 
put in cultivation; in 1889 another 10 
acres- 
In 1890, 15 additional acres 


were cleared sufficiently to be seeded 
to pasture grasses, and a like a,rea 
was seeded for pasture' the following 
year. 


Much of this land was so wet as to 


require underdrainage, and the winter 
months were largely spent in putting 
in the necessary drains. These were 
made of cedar lumber obtained in 
the clearing operations. 


Trap the Rabbits 


Cottontail rabbits occur throughout 


the greater portion of the United 
States, and sometimes do considerable 
harm to young fruit and ornamental 
trees and shrubs. They breed rapidly 
and in spite of the Inroads made upon 
their number by predatory animals, 
such as the larger hawks and owl*

In 1S87 the owner of the new farm 


gave up his connection with the iron 
company. 
At that time the farm 


would not support the family. A good 
team and wagon enabled him to earn 
something by hauling timber and 
lumber for farmers who were clearing 
and building. He did such work for 
others as a means of supplying his 
family with the necessaries and com- 
forts of life. From the first he kept 
one or two cows, and In 1890 he had 
six or seven descended from the old 
family cow and two others he had 
bought. The year before this he sold 
his first butter, put up In hand-made 
rolls and taken to market in a bucket. 


A piece of good fortune, the second 


year, made life comparatively easy the 
succeeding winter, for in the spring 
he planted 3 acres of potatoes, which 
made a good crop. 
As this was 'a 


famine year for potatoes, he was able 
to sell his entire crop at 2 H to 3 cents 
a pound. Potatoes were planted again 
the next year, but the price was low 
and little profit was made. Finding a 
ready sale at fair prices for the small 
quantity of butter made the third 
year, he sold more the next yew, and 
thereafter developed the dairy busi- 
ness as fast as conditions -would per- 
mit. 
The neighboring farmers were 


astonished when he attempted to keep 
7 cows on so small a farm; they said 
it could not be done. Nevertheless. In 
1899, he had 36 cowg In milk, raising 
all the roughage for these and for the 
necessary bulls, young stock, and work 
horses, besides some grain lor the 
poultry. A cream separator was in- 
stalled in 1S91. 


In that came year one of the 


daughters embarked in the poultry 
business. Three years later this busi- 
ness had grown to such proportions 


that the mother's assistance was neces- 
sary. A few years later the mother 
and daughter were caring for 500 lay- 
ing hens, while the head of the house- 
hold had another flock of 200 laying 
hens for which he was Individually re- 
sponsible. 


In the early days, chickens, pigs and 


cows were all kept in the same stable 
the chickens being kept in a double 
deck over the pigsty. 
As the older 


boys went away to college, the poultry 
business gradually replaced the dairy 
to a certain extent, the work being 
lighter and.the remuneration greater 
At the present time the equipment for 
managing poultry is hardly surpassed 
on any poultry farm in the country. 


Aside from the management of the 


poultry, the work of this farm Is done 
by 3 men, including the owner, who, in 
addition, takes the entire care of 200 
hens. 
The dairy herd consists of 33 


cows. 
Since 1905 some-hired labor 


has been employed, the wages paid 
being $30 to $40 a month with board 
and lodging. 


The hours of labor on the Blanchard 


farm are as follows: 


5 to 7 a- m.—Feeding, milking and 


separating the milk. 


7 to 8 a. m.—Breakfast 
8 to 9:30 a- m.—Stable work, the 


cows being turned out to water while 
the stables are cleared. 


9:30 a. m. to 12 m.—General farm 


work. 


12 m. to 1 p. m.—Dinner. 
1 to 4 p. m.—General farm work- 
4 to « p. m-—Chores, including milk, 


ing. 


In 1905 the gross income of this 


farm was $5,000 a year; It is con- 
siderably larger now, showing what 
splendid things can be accomplished 
if one but has the will-
